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terminal at the specific time. A sleep mode may be entered, which may be interrupted at 
the specific time to send the message. This will normally allow a mobile computer 
terminal to maintain its lease on an IP address despite being out of range of a wireless 
network.— 



REMARKS 

Claims 35-41 have been added to further particularly point out and distinctly claim 
subject matter regarded as the invention. It is submitted that the proposed amendments to 
specification and claims do not constitute new matter or are such to require 
reexamination. 

Specifically, new claims 35 and 40 have support in the specification on page 19, 
lines 7-8. New claims 36 and 41 have support in the specification on page 19, lines 4-7. 
New claims 37-39 have support in the specification on page 18, line 25 through page 19, 
line 14. 

Additionally, since claims have been deleted, there are some inventors who were 
listed on the parent application who no longer should be listed on the invention as 
presently claimed. Accordingly, an Amendment, Petition, and Fee Deleting Correctly 
Named Person(s) Who Are Not Inventor(s) of Invention Now Being Claimed 
accompanies this document. 
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In view of the foregoing, consideration and an early allowance of this application 
are earnestly solicited.
